“The Empress 
Dowager keeps everybody in political fetters, 
from the Emperor Kuany Hsii to the meanest 
coolie in Canton or Shanghai, Thase officials 
and scholars who have acquired a measure of 
Western learning and advocate the cause of 
Reform she either executes, imprisons, or exiles 
to,the remotest frontier, She keeps her hands 
on Kuang Usii, the legitimate Sovercign who 

“has lost all his tiberties. , 

“She persecutes any and every one who 
dares offer opinion or advice and she even 
surreptiously encourages her fanatical subjects 
to acts of gross violence and bloodshed against 
forcigners and native Christians, Those Gen- 
erals who would and could put down anarchy 
and protect foreigners she holds in leash. 

Whatever she has not directly under her hand 
frightens her, and whatever she docs have in 
hand appears to her thenacing at the slightest, 
sign of ifdividual will on its part, ‘or of a 
thought not: her own (vide Jung Lu). She is 
“truly the Witch-of Terror and this fact haunts 
her even as it does others. «. .
